FIREFIGHTERS go 
to work and face an 
unusual dilemma. 
We are keen to 
jump into action 
when needed but 
realise that despite 
our best efforts, 
training and 
equipment, 
sometimes we are 
unable to save 
precious lives. 
While the 
adrenalin rush of 
responding to a 999 
calllastsjustafew 
minutes, the 
memory of not 
being able to save 
someone lasts a 
lifetime. 
Thankfully, fire 
deaths in London 
have been on the 
decline for many 
years but this has 
sadly magnified the 
tragic losses in 
Camberwell 
recently, where six 
people died in a 
block of flats. 

The cause is 
usually accidental: 
a candle, a cooking 
pot, a cigarette. At 
Camberwell the 
initial 

investigation 
suggests that an 
electrical fault in a 
TV may have 
caused the fire. 
Such details make 
any death all the 
more tragic. As 
firefighters we 
wonder if the 
accident could have 
been prevented. 
Experience tells us 
that many fires in 
the home are 
preventable with a 
little knowledge 
about home fire 
safety. 

So what should you 
be concerned about 


and how can you 
get help? 

There is a wealth of 
information 
available on the 
London Fire 
Brigade website - 
www.london- 
fire.gov.uk -go to 
the ‘Your Safety’ 
section and you can 
even request a visit 
to your home. 
Alternatively, you 
can contact your 
local fire station 
which has a range 
of leaflets and 
advice to suit. 

Until then, here are 
my top tips: 

• Prevention - take 
extra care around 
the home with 
anything that 
could start a fire 
such as cigarettes, 
lighters, candles, 
cookers and 
portable heaters. 

• Detection - fit 
smoke alarms and 
make sure that 
they work; 
sometimes 
accidents just 
happen and an 
early warning can 
save your life. 

• Escape - have a 
plan and practice it; 
make sure that you 
and others in the 
home can get out in 
a hurry; keys to 
locked windows 
and doors should 
always be in easy 
reach. 

Most people are 
never involved in a 
fire and it would be 
wrong to worry, but 
it would be worse to 
do nothing.

“Laban has long been known as a 
leading centre for dance science and 
dance health, and we’re very pleased to 
be extending our offer to include a wide 


range of medical and complementary 
therapies at the highest standards.”

Next door the children’s 
centre offers a range of 
core services including 
health advice, early 
education, parenting 
advice and a 32-place 
nursery run by national 
childcare charity 4

The centre is part of

Na’ima. 

“I’ve been to a ‘play and 
stay’ and to the baby 
massage. All the facilities 
are modern and there’s lots 
to do - 1 can get involved and 
spend time with my 
daughter, ”he said. 

His wife explained their 
eldest was due to start at the 
nursery the next day and 


added: “We come at least 
once a week and my 
daughter never wants to 
leave. For me it’s nice to see 
other mums and it’s good 
because you can play and 
socialise and get 
information and support all 
in one place.”

Triple jump star’s praise for school’s Olympic values

THE highlight of a magical 
morning at Nightingale 
primary school came when 
former Olympic and world 
champion Jonathan 

Edwards told pupils: “This 
is a WORLD first for your 
school, so you’re world 
champions too!” 

The athlete - who still holds 
the world record he set for 
the triple jump inl995 - spoke 
to the children at a special 
assembly to launch the 
national ‘Get Set’ education 
network - part of the official 
London 2012 programme to 
promote Olympic and 
Paralympic values in 
schools. 

The 178-pupil school in 
Bloomfield Road, Woolwich, 
became the first in the 
country to be awarded the 
new London 2012 logo for 
their Get Set blog and 
joining the Get Set initiative.

Jonathan measured out just 
part of his world record 
jump, which took in the 
whole of the school hall and 
out into the playground. 

After showing a video of 
his record-breaking jump in 
the World Championships in 
Sweden, Jonathan got the 
whole audience to practise 
the hop, step and jump - 
albeit on the spot. 

As children passed his gold 
medal among themselves, 
Jonathan told them: “It’s great 
to watch people like Usain Bolt 
and other great sports people 
and performers, but don’t 
listen to people who say 
you’ll never be as good as 
. them. You might never be

Olympics minister Tessa 
Jowell joined Jonathan in a 
round-table discussion at the 
school along with 19-year-old 
Reiss Evans - who won a 
nationwide competition to 
design the logo infill - and 
Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the 
Olympics. 

Cllr Fahy said: “All the 
values the bid inspired are 
represented here this 
morning in an inner city 


school reflecting all the 
diversity of London and 
indeed the Olympic 
movement. Nightingale is 
only a stone’s throw from the 
Garrison site that has been 
confirmed as the venue for 
the shooting events in 2012. 

“People will be able to walk 
from here to an Olympic event 
and enjoy a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. We already have an 
extended schools programme in 
Greenwich and want to see a 
legacy coming out of the 
Olympics, including £8 million 
facilities to inspire young people 
in our communities.” 

Headteacher Linda Pethick 
told GT: “Our school council, 
helped by our activities co- 
ordinator Ali Redford, ran an 
assembly about Get Set, then 
sent out a community 
questionnaire about the 
seven Olympic values and 
created a blog. As a result we 
‘won’ an athlete’s visit - the 
bobsleigher and TV 
Gladiator Jenny Pacey.” 

Ten-year-old Ushni Devraj 
chairs the school council. 
She said: “Each year has its 
own set of Olympic and 
Paralympic values which we 
use to create displays and 
work which encourages us to 
follow those values 
throughout the year.” 

Nine-year-old Tegh 

Panessar added:“Our Year 5 
Get Set word is ‘inspiration’ 
and every week children take 
part in ‘enrichment’ 
activities which are fun and 
allow us to do lots of 
different activities. There are 
also mid-day and after school 
clubs and most children at 
our school play sports as it’s 
fun and also good for us.”

SEPTEMBER 1939 brought 
great changes to the lives of 
many. 

As a nine-year-old pupil of 
Charlton Manor School who 
lived on the Thornhill Estate, 
the changes were quite 
unexpected but at first very 
simple. 

A few months before the 
Council had delivered to all of 
the houses, 14 sheets of 
corrugated steel and a small 
sack with various nuts and bolts 
as well as a spanner. Then a few 
days later two workmen arrived 
to dig a hole in the garden. I 
suppose that it was about eight 
foot by six foot and three foot 
deep. Then the six curved parts 
of the steel sheets were bolted 
together and placed upright in 
the sides of the hole. Next the 
square sheets were placed at 
either end leaving one end 
blocked but an opening at the 
other about two foot by three 
foot. This was above the ground 
and formed the entrance to our 
new Anderson Air Raid Shelter.

Finally the earth that had been 
dug out was shovelled all over 
the outside. This was to provide 
protection as well as 
camouflage. 

Also around this time we had 
been issued with blue National 
Identity cards, they just 
showed your name, address and 
a unique number to identify 
you. Also issued to everyone 
was a gasmask. It was believed 
that if there was a war gas 
attacks would be made from 
enemy bombers - even upon 
civilian populations. In the 
first war Chlorine and Mustard 
Gas had been used with 
devastating effects in the 
trenches. My father who 
worked for Camberwell Council 
was trained in a 
decontamination squad. Their 
purpose was to deal with and 
wash away any residues of gas 
bombs.

After war was declared one of 
the most immediate effects was 
‘The blackout’. This meant that 
as it got dark in the evenings no 
light must be visible outside. 
Street lamps were not turned 
on. Houses had to have thick 
black curtains. Vehicles had 
their headlights shielded. The 
idea was that no lights could be 
seen by an enemy aircraft. Air 
Raid wardens had been 
recruited. Their initial job was 
to check on the reliability of 
premises’ blackouts. In later 
times they played a much more 
active role during the air raids. 
At the beginning of September 
1939 all of my friends 
disappeared ‘On evacuation.’ 

My parents had decided that 
they did not want us to go. I do 


not know if they realised at 
that time how bad the war 
could become. My father had 
been in the Royal Navy from 
1900 to 1921 as an Able Seaman 
Gunner, serving on battle 
cruisers. So he was used to the 
loud bangs of the guns. Mum 
had lived though the Zeppelin 
raids in the First World War 
when she lived in South East 
London and worked in the 
Strand. So they both had some 
sort of idea what to expect. 

I recall my parents saying that 
if we are going to go then we 
should all go together and they 
did not want us to be left on our 
own. 

As practically all of the 
children had were evacuated as 
well as the teachers, the schools

closed down. So for me and my 
two brothers there was no 
schooling. Lessons started up 
again, first for a couple of half 
days in a week. These were 
held by a teacher in the front 
room of someone’s private 
house. Charlton Manor School 
had been commandeered by the 
Auxiliary Fire Service and was 
in use as an emergency fire 
station. 

Any large areas in the parks or 
open spaces had trenches dug 
across them. These were about 
three feet deep and about the 
same width. The earth that was 
dug out was just piled in a heap 
alongside the trenches. These 
trenches were of indeterminate 
lengths depending on the size 
of the field. The reason they 


were dug was to stop enemy 
planes landing. 

At a later date any metal 
railings were removed from all 
public buildings as well as the 
parks. These were sent ‘for 
salvage’ - the idea being that 
they were being melted down to 
make tanks and aeroplanes. 
When the war was long over it 
was reported that a great deal 
of it was just mouldering away 
on dumps because a lot of the 
metal was totally unsuitable. 
Also in the parks and empty 
spaces Barrage Balloon sites 
appeared. There was one in 
Charlton Park with the WAAFs 
living in a commandeered 
house in Canberra Road. Their 
site was just opposite so they 
only had to cross the road. The 
balloon was connected to a 
steel cable which was mounted 
on a winch set onto the rear of 
a lorry. There was also one in 
Maryon Park down by the 
tennis court area and another 
on what was then known as the 
Nine Fields behind 
Wricklemarsh Road. After the 
war this area became the site 
for the building of Kidbrooke 
Comprehensive School. The 
RAF also had a large part of 
this area - both before and after 
the war - it covered the area 
right the way down to Weigall 
Road and later became the 
Ferrier Estate. 

When it became fairly evident 
that war was coming, we got a 
brand new ‘wireless’ (radio). 

My dad felt that it would be 
necessary to be up to date with 
any information that might be 
put out on this media. Not that 
media was a word that was 
known then. 

On the morning of September 
3, 1939 at 11am we gathered 
round to hear Mr Chamberlain, 
the Prime Minister announce 
that we were at war with 
Germany. 

Almost immediately the air 
raid sirens went but it turned 
out to be a false alarm. 

It was to be almost a year 
before we got any raids. The 
period became known as the 
‘Phoney War.’ But elsewhere in 
France the British 
Expeditionary Force (B.E.F.) 
were under extreme pressure.

Building starts on £1 bn facelift for Kidbrooke 


BUILDING work on the £lbillion 
scheme to transform Kidhrooke 
began last week. 

Leaders from the partner organisations 
leading the Kidbrooke Vision turned the 
soil to break ground for the start of 
construction off Tudway Road on the 
Ferrier Estate last Monday (September 14). 

The ground-breaking event marked the 
start of the first phase of development 
which will see 449 new homes. It’s a major 
step in the regeneration of the 1970s estate 
and the surrounding area of Kidbrooke. 
Around 2,000 families have been rehoused 
following a long-running planning and 
consultation process and the first residents 
are expected to move in next year. 

The Kidbrooke Vision is set to transform 
the area by creating: 

• 4,000 new homes, of which a half will 
be affordable homes for rent or shared 
ownership 

• 300,000 sq feet of office and retail space 

• a new primary school, 

• new community, health and leisure 
facilities 

• a transport interchange and 

• eight hectares of new parks and open 
spaces. 

Jillian McCalla headteacher at Wingfield 
primary school which is set to be rebuilt 
under the scheme, said: “The community 
have waited a very long time for this to 
happen. When I joined the school we were 
stigmatised by the fact that we served the 
Ferrier - the rebranding and rebuilding 
spells a brighter future not just for the 
Ferrier but for the wider area and is going 


to give this community something to be 
proud of.” 

The regeneration is being led by 
Greenwich Council in partnership with 
national regeneration agency the Homes 
and Communities Agency, housebuilder 
Berkeley Homes and the Southern Housing 
Group, one of southern England’s largest 
housing associations. 

The HCA has already committed £45m to 
the scheme and a £30m injection helped to 
kickstart phase one of the project. 

Speaking at the ground-breaking event 
last week Sir Bob Kerslake, chief executive 
of the Home and Communities Agency, 
said: “This scheme exemplifies what the 
HCA should be about - it’s about creating 
new homes that are desperately needed in 
this country but it’s not just about more 
housing, it’s about creating a genuinely 
thriving community.” 

Chairman of the Berkeley Group, Tom 
Pidgley, said: “Urban regeneration is at the 
heart of Berkeley’s business and it is in 
communities such as Kidbrooke that we 
can really make a difference. This is an 
exciting scheme that will bring much- 
needed improvements to housing and 
amenities for the local community and we 
are pleased to be pushing ahead with it.” 

Southern Housing Group’s chairman 
Tom Dacey, said: “Southern Housing 
Group is delighted to be the affordable 
housing provider for the Kidbrooke 
regeneration project. Our job is to develop 
quality affordable housing, and our 
partnership ensures the same excellent 
standards of building for both the private 
and affordable housing.”

Woolwich? I’m loving it! 


LIFELONG Arsenal fan Taimoor 
Sheikh loves Woolwich. 

He came to the area as a youngster 
and now manages the McDonald’s 
burger bar in Powis Street. 

“My father used to have a film 
distribution business and there was a 
guy on the high street who used to 
convert the films,” Taimoor told GT. 
“We used to come down here all the 
time when I was a kid, down the high 
street to the market and over to the 
Woolwich Ferry.” 

A lot has changed since his visits as a 
teenager, but all for the better, and 
the restaurant manager, who started 
running the Woolwich branch of the 
restaurant chain last year, is excited 
by the new developments in the area. 
“My first impressions when I was 
here in the early days were that it 
could be quite rough, but I think the 
local community police officers have 
done a great job in curtailing that.” 
Football mad Taimoor was drawn to 
his beloved Arsenal’s first HQ - 
which was in SE18 before moving 
north of the river in 1913. 

“It’s nice to come back to the home of 
Arsenal Football Club,” he added. 

“It’s an area that’s had to change to 
cope with the decline of traditional 
industries like the docks and the 
gasworks. I read that in World War 
One, the Arsenal employed 80,000 - 
that’s enough for nearly one job in 
every household in the borough 
today! The new regeneration has 
recreated some of those jobs back 



into the area.” 

The 38-year-old has worked in 
business since leaving university, 
before he took over the restaurant. 
“You can really see the river front 
start to develop, so with the Crossrail 
coming in at 2017 there will definitely 
be more dwellings and more people 
coming to the area.” 

“I’ve really noticed the area get 
busier since the DLR opened. It’s 
given better communication links for 
the 2012 Olympics, and Woolwich is 
going to play a big part - with the 
shooting events being held at the 
Barracks.”

And the advent of the Games is 
another feather in the area’s ever 
more florid cap. 

He added: “I’m excited that the 
Olympics are being held in London. It 
will provide a much needed boost to 
our economy, but it is also a once in a 
lifetime experience for our 
community.” 

The future is bright for Woolwich, 
then, with the new developments 
including a massive new Tesco store 
on Wellington Street? 

“It’s going to attract new people - 
people from areas like Silvertown 
and Canning Town who’ll use the 
DLR to come over to shop in 
Woolwich. It will be a new facility for 
shopping and it’ll be great for the 
people who work here.” 

The eatery Taimoor runs has its own 
claim to fame: it was the first 
McDonald’s outlet to open in the 
country, nearly 35 years ago. 

“We have the longest serving 
employee in the country too,” he 
added - “Jane has worked here for 34 
years!” 

And Jane is not the only institution 
in the town that residents are happy 
to retain. 

“A lot of the area is listed, so it’s nice 
to keep some of the heritage. And 
with the disposable income that more 
people have now, the new builds have 
got even better facilities. The new 
library is being built, and the plans 
to revamp the two town squares 
means it’s all positive news.”

Tapestry of 
Irish life 
celebrates 
project’s 
silver jubilee

OH-sew dedicated 

embroiderers have spent 
the last 18 months creating 
a unique banner as part of 
their community group’s 
silver jubilee celebrations. 

Irish in Greenwich is 25 
years old this autumn and 
half a dozen nimble-fingered 
members have put together a 
pictorial masterpiece. It 
details aspects of the rich 
tapestry of Irish life down the 
ages - both in the Emerald 
Isle and since the first 
immigrants came to south 
London in the late 18th 
century. 

It’s on display in Greenwich 
Heritage Centre on the Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich, for the 
next few days. 

Local panels on the 4ft by 4ft 
banner feature everything 
from a servant, a navvy and a 
nurse (examples of some of 
the jobs done by many of the 
first Irish immigrants to 


England) to an embroidered 
replica of Our Lady Star of 
the Sea RC church on Croom’s 
Hill, Greenwich, and the old 
Royal Arsenal gates. 

There are also symbols 
dedicated to Patrick, Brigid 
and Columba, the patron 
saints of Ireland, and to the 
Irish regiments in the British 
Army. 

And the river Thames - in 
knitted cable-pattern - flows 


right through it all. 

There is cross-stitch and 
traditional knot work, as well 
as examples of ancient Irish 
spiral-work. The border - in 
green and gold cross-stitch - 
has been done by the local 
embroiderers, assisted by a 
range of friends nationwide 
who sent their completed 
strips of it through the post! 

Older pupils at St Joseph’s 
RC Primary School in 
Commerell Street, 

Greenwich, also created 
panels, including pictures of 
the Thames Barrier and the 
Greenwich Foot Tunnel. 

Banner-designer Bairbre 
McCluskey-Jones, from 
Eltham, told GT: “We used 
quilting material as our base 
and people have donated 
many of the wools and 
threads. We’re also grateful 
for a small grant we received 
from the support-charity 
Knights of St Columba.” 


Bairbre, a trained nurse who 
has never tackled a project 
like this before, added: “We 
believe there must be around 
20,000 stitches all told. Our 
border has been done in one- 
foot lengths and then joined 
together. We’d get one piece of 
it one week, then another 
piece another week from 
somewhere else - and it’s all 
come together.” 

The main embroiderers did 
some of their work at a 
specially-created sewing 
group which has been 
meeting once a month on 
Monday mornings. 

That group is now set to 
continue - doing embroidery, 
knitting and crochet - making 
articles for sales-of-work to 
raise cash for good causes. 
More members are always 
welcome.

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Wild Bill send-off 

‘It was really lovely and 
celebrated his life, not his death’

A WILD-WEST 

enthusiast got a rip- 
roaring send-off as 

mourners attended his 
funeral dressed as 

Cowboys and Indians. 

The service for Bill “Two 
Persons” Stone, was held at 
Eltham Crematorium on 
Wednesday, September 16, 
and was attended by almost 
100 friends and family keen 
to pay their respects. 

The humanist service was a 
celebratory affair, and Bill’s 
widow Rose told GT it was 
just how he would have 
wanted it. “It was really 
lovely, and celebrated his life, 
not his death - which is what 
we meant to do. Bill would 
have loved it,” she said. 

The ceremony at the 
crematorium in Crown 
Woods Way encapsulated the 
spirituality that punctuates 
the Native American culture, 
and Bill was laid to rest in his 


signature Red Indian gear. 

Rose, 64 - affectionately 
known as ‘Wagging Tongue’ 
- added: “He had the whole 
outfit on except for the 
headdress, which was laid on 
top of the coffin.” 

Two Persons - given the 
nickname apparently due to 
his dual personality - was 
leader of the Virginian 
Western Show Team, a 
travelling re-enactment group 
that performs live action 
Wild West capers. 

“They’d go round the 
country, and set up in a town 
and stage jail breaks, cattle 
rustling, perform Gun Fight 
At The OK Corral and the 
like to raise money for 
charities,” said humanist 


Billy Jenkins, who took the 
service. Flanking the hearse 
in Bill’s final journey to the 
chapel were nine members of 
the team carrying the flags of 
states of the ol’ West. 

Les Heasmer, 71, Bill’s right 
hand man, has now taken 
over the reins. Les said: “We 
used to do shows all over the 
place and he was the leader 
of the pack. We were rebels - 
the blue cross on red is the 
flag of the rebels.” 

Together for 30 years but 
never married, Rose and Bill 
were planning to tie the knot 
before Bill lost his battle 
with cancer. Two Persons 
had something of a 
reputation for putting things 
off. “Bill’s favourite sayings 


were ‘I’ll do it later’; ‘In a 
minute’; ‘Later on’ and 
‘Tomorrow...’,” said Rose. 
“We didn’t rush into 
anything!” 

Former musician Billy has 
officiated at 81 funerals that 
have included themes almost 
as unusual as the Wild West. 
“I have done musicians’ 
funerals and a philosopher 
themed one recently,” he 
said. “It is important you go 
out the way you lived your 
life. Conducting a funeral at 
Eltham Crematorium is 
always a pleasure. Despite 
being one of the busiest in 
the country, the staff have 
nothing but care and 
concern for the bereaved - no 
matter what religion or life 
philosophy the deceased may 
have had.”

THERE are few things more British 
than a Sunday roast. It is a dish that 
screams tradition - a theme in keeping 
with the decor of the Birchwood pub in 
Abbey Wood. 

It is no coincidence that the walls of the 
dining room at the tavern on Grovebury 
Road are adorned with war 
memorabilia - it has been the meeting 
place for the British Legion for many 
years. 

They don’t meet on the Sabbath, 
however, which leaves the restaurant- 
style function room free for ravenous 
diners in search of a classy late lunch. 
Separate from the drinkers in the bar 
adjacent, the formal and unfussy feel of 
the surroundings give off an aura as 
much of a country pub as a boozer 
bordering Thamesmead. 

The menu is compact - alluding to the 
fresh ingredients used - with the choice 
of turkey, lamb or beef roasts, all with 
their individual twists. 

Starter of leek and potato soup was 
velvety smooth, and its homely warmth 
is sure to be a hit as the winter draws 
in. My companion had a well-presented 
prawn cocktail with a sauce that was 
not over sweet or too rich. 

Opting for beef there were some great 
touches to the main course: the addition 
of dinky veg pots crammed with fine 
beans, cauliflower, peas and carrots that 
had enough bite to retain their flavour

and texture. 

The roast potatoes were crispy and 
there were plenty of them. I could have 
done with another Yorkshire pudding in 
exchange for a spud, such was the 
execution of the crunchy batter.

an episode of Kitchen Nightmares. Gone 
was the road-tar thick black gloop in 
place of a stock and veg-based lighter 
sauce. He would heartily approve of the 
gravy at the Birchwood - delicate and 
aromatic without overpowering the 
other components of the roast. 

Head chef Maria Wright spent five years 
as banqueting manager at the Trafalgar 
and now spends her weekdays leading 
brigades in the West End. 

All the English classics were out for 
dessert - I plumped for a sherry trifle 
that entirely filled its glass with well 
defined layers of taste and texture, 
while my dining pal had a simple ice 
cream selection garnished with fresh 
fruit and home made toffee sauce. 

Prices are reasonable, in fact, bordering 
on silly: At just £6.50 for a main it’s 
hard to see where the margins come 
from, and desserts and starters at £3 a 
piece are less than a pint at the bar. 

Well worth a visit, then.

Acclaimed choreographer Rosemary Lee’s latest work Common 
Dance comes to the Greenwich Dance Agency next month 


A WALTZ, the 
Tango or the 
Rumba. That’s 
Scene’s idea of a 
common dance. 
Not forgetting ‘the Windmill’ 
and ‘the Jagger’ - admittedly 
a little more niche, but still 
firm favourites in the classy 
nightspots we frequent. 

But it’s not with a Foxtrot or 
even a good ol’ tea dance that 
Rosemary Lee is concerned. 
The renowned 
choreographer’s Common 
Dance is the coming together 
of all ages to create a massed 
work celebrating the grace 
and movement of the common 
man, woman and child. 

“I wanted to make a piece that 
enveloped a range of 
humanity,” Rosemary said of 
the work that hits the 
Borough Halls on October 29. 
“I felt I was drawn to the civic 
hall, I love the feel of it and 
the light and its architecture. 
It inspired me to fill it with a 
range of people as a symbolic 


common ground, hence the 
title ‘Common Dance’.” 

Fifty- two dancers take to the 
stage - and indeed, the floor - 
in the Greenwich Dance 
Agency show that challenges 
the roles of performer and 
viewer. 

“I’m always trying to 
challenge myself to look at the 
relationship between the 
audience and the dancers,” 
she added. “The audience will 
walk through the performers 
at one point - but I don’t want 
to give too much away!” 
Although the piece does not 
contain a traditional 
narrative, the choreographer 
reckons it will appeal to a 
broad range. 

“I think it is accessible - 
there’s no storyline as such, 
but there’s something about 
the quality of the music and 
the form when they are at 
work together.” 

With a range of abilities in the 
cast, the ages of the dancers 
span from eight to 80. 


Dancer Sally Manser, 55 from 
Westcombe Park said: “The 
fact that both me and my 12 
year-old son could be involved 
in the same project was great. 
“As a woman it’s hard to find 
things to share with a teenage 
son, and we are sharing an 
experience.” 

But it’s not just locals who 
Rosemary invited to take part. 
Tony Burch from Willesden 
added: “I haven’t done much 
recently, and I’m really 
enjoying working with this 
diverse group of people.” 

And one elderly dancer makes 
a return journey from Devon 
for rehearsals. 

“She is treating it like a 
holiday,” said Sally. 

Unusually for a freeform 
piece, Common Dance is 
backed by choral music. 
“Terry Mann produced some 
very beautiful chorus work, 
which is sung by around 50 ten 
- 18-year-olds. The difficulties 
of working with a choir 
behind the dancers is 


eliminated because of the 
unique feature of them being 
above the floor on the 
balcony,” Rosemary said. 

And there is an historical 
element to the routine that 
runs until November 1 at the 
hall on Royal Hill. 

“I have worked as a host with 
the gDA once before, ten years 
ago. I wanted to come back at 
some stage, and I invited some 
of the dancers who took part 
in that to be part of Common 
Dance. Some people I worked 
with as children, so there is a 
real history,” she added. 

Tony, 54, said: “I worked with 
Rosemary ten years ago and I 
decided I had to dive in again!”

Q STILL life it’s not. An 
exhibition of etchings, 
paintings and drawings by a 
local artist are on show until 
October at Greenwich Theatre. 

And the subjects of the work by Sally 
McKay weren’t asked to sit still for 
hours on end as life models - they were 
dancing as she drew. 

“It’s the energy and movement that 
inspires me,” Sally said. “I’m not 
interested in anything that’s still - I’m 
no good at sitting still myself!”

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Snapping up LFW new looks 


Comedy 
fest hit 
and miss 


HOT off the heels of the 
wor ld famous Edinburgh 
Fringe, Greenwich weighed 
anchor with its very own 
comedy shindig. 

Jo Brand, Rich Hall, Russell Howard 
and Arthur Smith headed a star- 
studded cast at Greenwich Comedy 
Festival, which ran across four 
venues from September 7 to 13. 

On Friday, September 11, ‘BUG’ - a 
show hosted by Adam Buxton of 
Adam and Joe fame - offered 
commentary on how the mass viewing 
public consume music videos. It 
sounded like an unusual concept, and 
I was hoping to find an event similar 
to Dave Gorman’s Googlewhack 
Adventure, but sadly, what I found 
was a narrator who spent a quarter of 
the show scanning through a 
computer projection while trying to 
locate the right files. 

Avoidable mistakes in the 
organisation of the show, such as 
advertising ‘doors at 7pm’ when the 
show actually started at 7pm, 
resulted in a significant number of 
the audience arriving after the show 
had begun. It also had the knock-on 
effect that the show had to be cut 
short in order to make way for Arthur 
Smith who was due to start promptly 
after. 

This, coupled with Buxton’s lack of 
narrative structure, made BUG feel 
more like a university lecture that had 
been organised by one of my mates 
than an insight into the world of the 
modern music video hosted by one of 
Britain’s most innovative talents. 
Festivals, however are all about 
experiencing something new, and on 
Sunday, (Re)Sessions was held in the 
specially constructed stage in the 
grounds of the Naval College. The 
free event - hosted by Jarred 
Christmas, was an opportunity 
for students of Alternative 
Futures - absolute beginners - to 
have their first experience of stand 
up comedy with support from 
seasoned comics. 

(Re)Sessions was a great success. 
Many comedians will tell you that 
doing stand up for the first time can 
be a harrowing experience, yet the 
students of Alternative Futures each 
dealt with their five minutes on stage 
with a dignified confidence that 
suggested bright futures for some of 
the young performers. 

I left hoping the festival would return 
next year, and considered how 
Edinburgh must have been when the 
Fringe began. Greenwich Comedy 
Festival succeeded in bringing 
something new to the area. However, 
to become a staple of the festival 
calendar, there is still a long way to 
go before Greenwich is crowned king 
of comedy in London town.

the point where the ball 
went into touch, they were 
horrified that Holt was 
allowed to pick up and 
throw instantly from a 
position of advantage some 
ten yards or so down the 
line. 

Midfielder Wes Hoolahan 
was alive to the ploy, 
running clear to hammer 
an unstoppable rising drive 
past Elliot. It was a fine 
point of law but Charlton 
were victimised by referee 
Tanner’s failure to apply it. 

The reversal in respective 
fortunes was made more 
dramatic by Charlton’s 
early dominance, which 
made them good value for 
the two-goal lead secured 
for them by headers from 
Deon Burton and Jonjo 
Shelvey. 

The first arrived on 17 
minutes as the logical 
consequence of Shelvey’s 
outswinging corner, Llera's 
distracting menace on the 
penalty spot and Burton's 
artfulness in arriving late 
to find the net with a diving 
header.

They again 
lived dangerously much 
later when Elliot pawed 
Holt’s left wing centre 
down to Smith but 
recovered to awkwardly 
block the sure thing. 

Following Elliot’s 

amazing second save from 
Smith, substitute Izale 
McLeod wasted a golden 
chance to spare Charlton 
the agony of those four 
fateful, added minutes. 

Set up by Kelly Youga’s 
great run on the left, 
McLeod cut in but prodded 
wastefully wide of the far 
post.

THERE’S no doubt about it, the 
added time goal is as much a 
sickening body blow as a delirious 
explosion of relief, depending on 
which side your bread is buttered. 

Statistics dictate that it goes down as 
scored in the 90th minute but try 
telling that to the side that concedes it 
as late as Charlton did at Carrow Road 
on Saturday. 

After being systematically battered 
by Norwich City throughout an 
alarmingly one-sided second half, they 
had steeled themselves for four extra 
minutes (all of which misleadingly 
count as part of the 90th minute) and 
were within two or three more 
desperate clearances of the finishing 
line when they fatally weakened. 

City were equally desperate, of 
course, and Chris Martin's deflected 
cross from the left touchline was 
delivered more in hope than 
expectation. 

It brought Rob Elliot and Grant Holt 
together in a mid-air duel won by the 
robust Canaries’ centre forward, the 
ball hobbling off his head before 
bouncing agonisingly - or wonderfully 
- over the line. 

Hardly the prettiest of strikes but it 
rocked this compact stadium to its 
yellow-and-green rivets. There really is 
nothing like the late, late goal for 
dispassionately separating joy from 
despair. 


Scruffy or not, Norwich deserved 
their reward after recovering from a 
two-goal deficit to run their table- 
topping visitors ragged. 

Only the brilliance of Elliot had 
defied them, his marvellous first half 
save from Holt’s point-blank header 
rivalled by his stunning reaction to 
Korey Smith’s eight-yard volley seven 
minutes from normal time. 

It seems almost churlish to suggest 
that Charlton’s terrific 23 year-old 
keeper, the first to emerge from the 
club’s academy in too many years, 
should shoulder some little blame for

Holt’s equaliser but his shoulders are 
broad enough to cope. He’s a great lad 
and an even better goalkeeper. 

The Addicks had had more to beef 
about when City critically reduced 
their arrears a minute before the 
break. 

They relaxed, understandably but in- 
advisedly, as Miguel Llera's off-balance 
defensive header trickled harmlessly 
over and down the left touchline on its 
way toward their goal.
